The Trustees of the Public Library submit their report 
for the year ending the third Tuesday of February, 1895. 

The appended reports of the Treasurer, Librarian and 
Committee on Books, briefly show the workings of these 
departments of the library organization. 

We note with satistaction the strong and growing inter- 
est in our library, as shown by the increase in cards issued 
and the average per week of books taken out. The appro- 
priation without a dissenting voice, made at the last annual 
town meeting, of $500 annually for five years, for the library, 
also shows the hold it has on the community. 

We wish to acknowledge the reception of 72 miscel- 
laneous books, also the gift of $10 each from A. 8. Batch- 
ellor, B. W. Kilburn, Miss Stella B. Farr, D. C. Remich, 
Isaac Calhoun and Charles L. Clay, which made possible the 
purchase of Appleton’s Encyclopedia. 

Very pleasant and commodious apartments in the Town 
Building have been set aside for the use of the library, and 
we anticipate an early removal thereto. The saving of rent, 
fuel, and some other now current expenses will give quite 
an increase in the money that can be used for the purchase 
of books and periodicals. 

No vacancies have occurred during the year. The 
terms of F. G. Chutter, Charles F. Eastman and Miss Anna 
L. Brackett are expiring by limitation, and are to be filled at 
the annual March meeting.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS 


The Library opened in 1890 with 8,500 books on the 
shelves ; after five years of existance it has grown to 5,207 
volumes, which we think is a very creditable showing. 

It is impossible to form any estimate of value the 13,- 
336 issues of books during the year have had on the people 
of our town, in broadening their knowledge, expanding their 
minds, deepening their thoughts and enriching their lives, to 
say nothing of the pleasure they experienced while reading. 
x00d books are often our wisest and best friends. 

Your committee has endeavored to use the somewhat 
small amount of money at their disposal, so as to make the 
library a little better balanced. 

We wish to give a reader interested in any particular 
subject as wide a range for acquiring information as possible 
in standard works. Probably fiction will always predomi- 
nate ; here we have sought for the choicest. “Books born 
for one brief day” are not worth shelf room. 

By reference to the list of new books added during the 
year, it will be seen that we have secured, by help of gener- 
ous and interested friends, Appleton’s Encyclopedia, 36 vol- 
umes in all, really a great library in itself; in the Century 
Dictionary of Proper names will be found another invaluable 


reference book ; of the four great books brought out last 


year, The Ascent of Man, Marcella, Trilby and Social Evo- 
lution, all but the last are in the list already. 

As we are soon to go into more spacious quarters the 
committee on books desire to cal! the attention of every one 
interested in the library to a way for improving it ; that is 
by donating one or more books, or volumes of periodicals. 
In nearly every home, there are probably books of value, 
that are laid away and never looked at or read, which 
might be doing service, if they were put into the public 
library. 

We have only Harpers, the Century and St. Nicholas

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To Tuer Boarp or TRUSTEES: 


During the year ending February Ist, 1895, 200 cards 
have been issued, making in all, 1791. 

Thirteen thousand, three hundred and thirty-six books 
have been loaned, an average of 256 per week. Of these 73 
per cent. have been fiction ; 5 per cent. history ; 4 per cent. 
travels and the rest distributed among literature, biography, _ 
and miscellaneous subjects, periodicals being in great de- 
mand. 

There are now 5207 volumes in the Library, 260 having 
been added the past year, 188 by purchase and 72 by dona- 
tion. Two periodicals have also been added. 

Ten books have been removed, not being fit to be re- 
bound.

REPORT OF 


Committee on Town History 


This committee has made very large progress the past 
year in completing the material to be used in the various 
chapters of the town history. The writing of the narative 
from the time of the occupancy of this region by the whites 
and its reclamation from the possession of the aborigines 
was commenced last year and is being pushed forward as 
rapidly as is consistent with a careful and correct statement 
of facts. 

The index to the town records has been made and the 
copying of the cards into the book provided by the town is 
now going on according to an alphabetical arrangement. 
This will be ready for public use before the records are 
removed to the new vaults. 

Both volumes of the history—narative and genealogy 
—should be in the hands of the printer this summer. 

We recommend that the vote passed two years ago be 
so far modified and made specific as to the time of comple- 
tion, that the work of composition and compilation shall be 
placed in the course of publication before the first day of 
January and that there be no delay in bringing this matter 
to a conclusion. 

A large demand for the work on the part of book buyers 
and collectors abroad is already indicated and it is apparent 
that the public patronage will remunerate the town fully for 
the cost of publication. 
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This gratifying result is due to the thoroughness and 
completeness which those who are experts on such under- 
takings, are convinced will characterize the History ot 
Littleton as it is now perfected. 

The story of the settlement of the town amidst dangers 
and discouragements which seem almost insurmountable and 
its steady and exceptional progress to it present stability and 
prosperity is worthy of all the efforts and material expendi- 
ture that have been devoted to its prosecution. 

The friends of this work in town and abroad are 
deserving of all commendation for their loyal aid in 
its accomplishment

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Remarks 


SEWERS 


The fifteen-inch Main street sewer line was extended, 
during the year, from the junction of Main and Pleasant 
streets, up Union street to a point nearly opposite the Uni- 
tarian church; another line of fifteen-inch pipe was built, 
commencing just below the Cottage street bridge and running 
up Cottage street to Grove street, thence on Grove street to 
a point opposite Willow street; also a fifteen-inch line was 
constructed, beginning at a manhole opposite the Bellows 
store and continuing westerly on Main street to point oppo- 
site Church street. 

A twelve-inch line was put in on Pleasant street con- 
necting with the fifteen-inch Main street pipe and continued 
up Pleasant street to a point at the height of land nearly 
opposite the Amos Wallace place. 

On Brook street a twelve-inch line was constructed, 
connecting with the Saranac street sewer, continuing up 
Brook street to Main street and up Main to a point nearly 
opposite the Dr. Beattie place. 

Another twelve-inch line was built on Main street 
starting ata point nearly opposite Elm street, continuing 
westerly to Meadow street, down Meadow street to Bridge 
street, and having its outlet into the river below the bridge, 
on Bridge street. 

A ten-inch line was constructed, beginning at a point 
just below Bridge street, on Meadow street, and continuing 
on Meadow street about eleven hundred and fifty feet, thence 
about three hundred feet across land of private parties to 
the river.

Another ten inch line was laid out and built, commencing 
at a man-hole on the Saranac street line near the Buckley 
place and continuing along the proposed River street, about 
four hundred feet in an easterly direction. 

Along the several sewer lines there have been con- 
structed thirty-two man-holes, of brick and cement, and fitted 
with improved cast-iron covers; eighteen lamp-holes with suit- 
able iron covers; also twenty-two catch-basins fitted with 
Clapp’s improved sanitary traps and basins, all which are 
severally connected with the sewers at proper places along 
the lines. 


HIGHWAYS 


By reason of the extraordinary amount of highway 


work laid out and executed by Town Agent Remich within: 


the district, the money apportioned him by the town for 
expenditure upon highways was exhausted early in July last, 
since which time the district has had practical control of the 
highways within its limits, and in addition to the expense of 
keeping the streets and sidewalks in repair it has re-embursed 
Agent Remich for money advanced by him for highway 
purposes in excess of amount received from the town. 


In accordance with the terms of the contract for con- 
crete paving with Mr. S. D. Tilton, he has deposited with 
the district the sum of one thousand dollars, for the term 
ot five years, to indemnify the district for defects which may 
exist or arise in the construction of the work, the district 
paying him interest at four per cent. per annum for the time 
it remains on deposit, he reserving the right to recall the 
money at any time after furnishing a bond approved by the 
commissioners for same amount, for the unexpired time. 
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DISTRICT TEAM 


The labor of the team during the year has been classi- 
fied as follows: 

Twenty-nine and one-half days for the town. 

Twenty-one days for the highway agent. 

Forty days sprinkling streets. 

The balance in all-round work, consisting of hauling 
sewer pipe and curbing, making excavations, cleaning up 
streets, on highways, rolling and carting snow, cleaning and 
sanding sidewalks, ete. 


INSPECTION OF WATER WORKS 


In accordance with the vote of the district, your com- 
missioners secured the services of a competent expert 
engineer, Mr. Mark M. Tidd, 10 Tremont street, Boston, to 
make an inspection of the water works system of the Little- 
ton Water & Electric Light Company, to ascertain if the 
district is having proper fire protection according to the 
terms of the existing contract, and following is his report: 


To the Commissioners of Littleton Village District. 


GENTLEMEN:—QOn April 10, 1894, at your request I 
visited Littleton, N. H., and examined the plant of the 
Littleton Water Company with a view to ascertain if the 
town is receiving all the service to which it is entitled under 
the existing contract with that company. 

On examination of the contract I find that its conditions 
are that in return for a stipulated amount of money the 
company “agree to furnish at all times a reasonable fire 
supply.” 
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The reasonableness of a fire supply must necessarily be 
somewhat a matter of opinion and therefore may be a difli- 
cult question to determine. There is a rule, however, which 
has been used in the designing of water pipe systems by 
different engineers, and which has been used in all of the 
more recent works with which I have been connected, and 
which in my opinion is a safe one to follow. The works 
should be so arranged as to give one good one-inch fire 
stream in the centre or business portion of the town for each 
600 of the population. We cannot, however, expect any- 
thing like that capacity in the outer ends of the system 
where the pipe is usually small and at a considerable dis- 
tance from the source of supply. In such cases we can 
hardly expect more than one good one, or two medium ones. 
A good fire stream from a one-inch nozzle through 100 feet 
of rubber-lined cotton hose, with 40 pounds pressure at the 
hydrant, and 50 pounds at the play pipe, should deliver 186 
gallons per minute, and if the air is still should reach a height 
of 80 feet, and 130 feet horizontal distance. This may be 
considered a good basis for our case. Then, six of these 
streams will discharge 1116 gallons per minute for fire pur- 
poses alone. The domestic consumption in ordinary New 
England towns is usually 50 gallons per day per capita of 
the entire town, and this amount is consumed in about 16 
hours; the draught in the night being very small. 

The domestic consumption, then, will be at the rate of 
182 gallons per minute. This added to the amount of the 
fire streams equals 1298 gallons per minute. This would 
be a fair duty to ask in your case. 

These works have two sources of supply, one of which 
is by gravity from a small impounding reservoir, north of the 
town, known as Noble Dam, which has an elevation of 320 
teet above the corner of Main and School streets. The 
water from this source is led by a four-inch pipe, 6910 feet 
long, to the distributing reservoir seventy feet lower in eleva- 
tion. This distributing reservoir is constructed of earth and 
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masonry and has a capacity of 418,125 gallons and its eleva- 
tion is 250 feet above the corner of Main and School streets. 

From this reservoir the water is delivered by 3390 feet 
of eight-inch pipe into the six-inch pipe in Main street. 

The second source of supply is taken from the Ammon- 
oosuc river at the easterly end of the town and is pumped by 
water power, or steam as occasion may demand, into the pipe 
system through a six-inch main, 7128 feet long, to the six- 
inch pipe in Main street. Thus the water is supplied to both 
ends of the system at the same time, or by either separately 
if desired. 

As the time for my inspection was limited no examination 
was made of the reservoir at Noble dam. I have, therefore, 
no data from which to. judge of the amount of water-shed, 
and consequently the amount of supply that can be depended 
upon from that source; but it may fairly be assumed that 
the supply from the Ammonoosuc will be permanent, 
especially as provision has been made to operate the pump 
by steam in case the river should fail to furnish water 
enough for power purposes. 

Assuming that the pump is not running, and that 1298 
gallons per minute is drawn from the reservoir through the 
3390 feet of eight-inch pipe to Main street, the loss of head 
would be 165 feet, which, deducted from the 250-foot 
measured head, leaves 85 feet as efficient head, or 361-2 
pounds. 

The reservoir has a capacity of 418,125 gallons when 
full, and is supplied from a four-inch pipe from Noble dam, 
6910 feet away and 70 feet higher; this pipe under these 
circumstances will deliver into the reservoir 100 gallons per 
minute. With the above-mentioned draught made upon 
it the supply would last 5 hours and 49 minutes. 

This is as long as an ordinary or even a severe fire would 
probably last. From this it would appear that so far as 
capacity of pipe and head is concerned, you have on Main 
street, in the centre of the business portion of the town, a 


fair fire protection. 
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The eight-inch pipe from the reservoir to Main street is 
3390 feet long, and under the reservoir head, (250 feet), 
should deliver 1600 gallons per minute at Main street; but 
as that is the total capacity of the pipe there would be no 
pressure at all. 

In a test of the works for fire purposes made on April 
10th, eight fire streams were taken from the hydrants on 
Main street simultaneously while the pumps were running, 
which were good ones. When the pumps were stopped dur- 
ing the trial, the streams fell off somewhat, but upon cutting 
off two of them, the remaining six came up to about the 
same power as the eight with the pumps. 

The hydrant on Mill street gave one good stream; and 
two that might be called fair ones. This hydrant is on the 
end of a four-inch pipe having but one connection, as I 
understand, with the six-inch pipe in Main street. If this 
pipe should be continued through Mill street to its eastern 
connection with Main street, it would without doubt give two 
good streams. 

The hydrant on School street, above the school-house, 
gave two excellent streams from the eight-inch pipe. 

Two very good streams were obtained, one each from 
the two westerly hydrants on High street. 

Two very good streams were taken from the hydrant at 
Kilburn’s photograph manufactory on the six-inch line, but 
the attempt to take one each from the two hydrants farther 
south was a failure. 

One very fair stream was taken from the first hydrant 
above ‘“Kilburn’s,” on the four-inch pipe. 

One fairly good stream was taken from the first hydrant 
on South street, above Col. Eastman’s house, but the attempt 
to take another from the one at the end of the pipe made a 
failure of both. <A single stream from the end hydrant was 
not what might be called a good stream. This is the result 
of too long a line of four-inch pipe with but one end 
connection. 
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It should be the duty of some one to test each hydrant 
at least twice in each year. 

It is to be regretted that so much four-inch pipe was 
used in this pipe system. 

Taking this pipe system as it is, there can, without 
much expense, be some additions made which without doubt 
would increase its efficiencys I would suggest the following: 

A six inch connection from the present pipe in Union 
street, through Cross street, Pleasant street and Oak Hill 
avenue to the eight-inch pipe in School street. A six-inch 
pipe from the corner of High street, through that and Elm 
street to a connection with the six-inch pipe in Main street, 
and a six-inch main from the corner of Main and Maple 
streets, through part of Saranac street, crossing the river 
and connecting with the four-inch pipe in South street. 
When these connections are made, together with one in Mill 
street, as mentioned above, the pipe system will probably 
give a good fire protection. It will not be just such a pipe 
system as I would recommend if it was to be constructed 
new. The fact that there are two sources of supply is an 
excellent feature in the works, and the heavy head under 
which the water is delivered, goes far to compensate for the 
limited size of the street mains. 

I assume that you do not question the domestic service. 
So far as the quality is concerned the water seems to be 
everything that could be desired. With both supplies it 
would appear that the supply is abundant. 

It seems to me that the Water Company are in position 
to give the town all the fire supply that their contract calls 
for.

To the Commissioners of Littleton Village District: 


GENTLEMEN:—I have your letter of vesterday. You ask 
if under the existing contract the village is not entitled to 
another pump to be located beside the present one; also 
should the Water Company be obliged to keep the Noble 
dam in the same condition that it was when the contract was 
made ? 

The contract, as I understand it, simply requires the 
Company to give you a reasonable fire protection. I presume 
that a system such as is usual in New England towns of your 
size, with one good, efficient fire stream for each 600 of the 
population delivered in the central or business portion of 
the town, with such pumping or gravity apparatus as is 
ordinarily used in such cases, would be considered a reasonable 
service. The most reliable source of supply is without 
doubt one by gravity where the water shed and storage 
reservoir is ample, but, unfortunately, in a large majority of 
cases this does not occur, and we consider ourselves fortu- 
nate if we can find an ample supply of good water that we 
can obtain even by pumping into a distributing reservoir, if 
we are fortunate enough to be in the vicinity of a natural 
elevation where we can build one. 

We consider ourselves particularly fortunate if we can 
pump by water power, which is considered next in value to 
a gravity supply. A very small proportion of the towns in 
New England have either of these blessings, and the major- 
ity are contented to pump by steam power alone. 

In most of the forty systems with which I have been 
connected the works have been arranged for two pumps. 
The foundations for the second pump were put in for the 
reason that it is much cheaper to put it in at the commence- 
ment than to do it later on; but in most cases they run for a 
considerable time with but one pump, the plea being that it is 
hardly possible for a break in the pump to occur which can- 
not be repaired before the supply in the reservoir is exhausted. 
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The water works of Woburn, Natick, Brookline, Newton, 
Hyde Park, Weymouth, Randolph, Cohasset, and Lynn in 
Massachusetts were run for some years with one pump and 
that was by steam alone. None of them ever had any trouble 
from having but one pump. The Gardiner, Me., water works, 
which I built ten years since, have but one pump and never 
had any trouble from it. A steam pumping plant is more 
liable to accident than one run by water, for it is more com- 
plicated and is dependent upon the boilers, which always 
trouble us more than the engine, and always give out sooner 
than the machinery. 

Of course it would be well to have a duplicate plant, 
but it is not necessary under your circumstances. 

You will remember that I did not see the Noble dam. 
I have no means of knowing what its capacity is, or can be 
increased to; that depends upon the amount of water shed 
that is tributary to it, and the opportunity there is for storing 
the water at that point. 

I think, however, that without considering the Noble 
dam at all, the company can give you a reasonable fire ser- 
vice as called for under the terms of that contract. 

In cases of direct pumping works like what was once 
known as the “Holly system,” where there is no reservoir 
like those at Bangor, Me., there must be two pumps, for if 
the pump loses one stroke the pressure is gone instantly. 

The Littleton Water Works have two independent 
sources of supply which [I do not remember having seen 
anywhere else. It certainly is an excellent feature. 

It is true the works are cheaply constructed, but with 
the heavy head under which their services are given they are 
able to give good service. 

So far as your contract with them is concerned, it matters 
not to you how they get the water, so that they give you the 
water and the pressure at any time that you ask for it.

The glass covered box on side of alarm boxes contains 
the key; get the key by breaking glass, and open alarm box; 
pull down the hook, letting go at once. For second alarm 
pull down the hook after first alarm has rung. 

The alarm will indicate the station from which the sig- 
nal was given. Thus, a signal at Station No. 42 will be 
sounded by four strokes of the bell, followed by two strokes. 
This will be repeated so that notice will be clearly given that 
a fire has broken out in the vicinity of Station 42, if that be 
the case, because the alarm sounds a four, by four strokes of 
the bell and a two, by two strokes of the bell. In this way 
Station Forty-two is indicated. The other stations will be 
indicated in a similar manner, the second number struck by 
the alarm bell corresponding to the number in unit’s place, 
either 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, or 7, as the case may be.
